in person. 

Go through those brief three 
verses of Matthew 11:28-30 again 
and underscore the personal pro- 
nouns referring to Jesus. “Come 
unto Me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and / will give you 
rest. Take my yoke upon you, and 
learn of me; for I am meek and 
lowly in heart: and ye shall find 
rest unto your souls. For my yoke 
is easy, and my burden is light.” 
Seven times in these three verses 
the Lord Jesus refers to Himself. 
If you want to be saved, come ‘to 
Jesus. That is all it takes to be 
saved and that is ali it takes to 
have peace and soul rest. 


We talk too much about Chris- 
tianity and not enough about 
Christ. The Scripture says that 
“CHRIST is the end of the law for 
righteousness to every one that be- 
lieveth.” When Jesus was telling 
His sad disciples, in the 14th chap- 
ter of John, that He was going 
away, He said, “And whither I go 
ye know, and the way ye know.” 
But doubting Thomas did not un- 
derstand, did not clearly know the 
way. Jesus answered back, “I am 
the way, the truth and the life; 
no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by ME.” Jesus Himself is the 
Way. Our Christian Science friends 
sometimes refer to Jesus as “The 
Way-shower,” but they are mis- 
taken. Jesus is not “The Way- 
shower,” He Himself is the Way. 


In I John 5:11, 12 we are told, 
“This is the record, that God hath 
given to us eternal life, and this 
life is in His Son. He that hath 
the Son hath life; and he that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life.”’ 
What every poor, troubled heart 
needs to do is to come to Jesus 
Himself, in person, and find peace. 
Jesus is our Saviour. Jesus is our 
Burden-bearer. Jesus is our Elder 
Brother, our High Priest, our In- 
tercessor, our Sacrifice, our Atone- 
ment, our Advocate with the Fath- 
er! Praise the Lord that He Him- 
self attends to our sins and to our 
sorrows when we bring them to 
Him in person.

even angels in Heaven to do this 
for Him. Jesus Himself is the 
Way and He commands and in- 
vites every poor, heavy-laden, bur-

Heavy Laden’ 


I am glad that God loves the 
poor. Jesus said, “Blessed be ye 
poor’ (Luke 6:20). Jesus had 
compassion on tne multitudes, we 
are told, and that means that His 
heart went out to the common 
people with all their sorrows and 
sins and burdens and oppressions. 

I am glad that Jesus Himself 
knew all the burdens that any man 
will ever bear. 


First of all, He knew the pinch 
of poverty. He was born in a 
borrowed stable, was laid in a 
borrowed manger, and was buried 
in a borrowed grave. He said, 
“Foxes have holes, and birds of the 
air have nests; but the Son of Man 
hath not where to lay his head.” 
He had no money to pay taxes up- 
til Peter caught a fish with a coin 
in its mouth. When He died He 
had only a seamless garment valu- 
able enough for anybody to covet. 
Jesus was poor for our sakes so 
that we through Him might be 
rich. 


Again, Jesus knew labor. He 
Himself was a carpenter (Mark 
6:3). And Jesus must have been 
accustomed to unremitting toil. 
Remember that He never preached 
a@ sermon nor worked a miracle nor 
began His public ministry until He 
was 30 years old. His parables and 
teachings constantly showed that 
He knew all the details of the life 
of the family, the shepherd, the 
builder, and the common laborer. 
How fitting, then, that Jesus should 
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cry out, “Come unto me, all ye that

THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


Friday, September 18, 1936 


We are told that “we have not 
an high priest which cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our in- 
tirmities.” 

I would remind you that Jesus 
went hungry and that when He 
faced Satan in the awful tempta- 
tion in the wilderness. Jesus had 
been fasting for forty days and felt 
all the weakness that any hungry 
man ever felt. Jesus was torment- 
ed by betraying friends, by the 
doubts of His own family, by the 
jeers and by unbelief of His towns- 
people in Nazareth where He grew 
up. Full well Jesus knew ali the 
oppression and temptation and 
trouble and labor and sorrow that 
any poor sinner ever felt. Jesus 
Himself took our place on the 
cross, but oh, friends, do not for- 
get that before that He took our 
place as a human being, was born 
trom & woman’s womb as we are, 
learned to walk and talk as we did, 
felt the pangs and sorrows and 
buffetings of daily life as we have 
all felt them, was tempted in all 
points as we were but without sin. 
Jesus had good reason to know the 
heart of those who labor and are 
heavy laden and He loved us all 
and bids us to come to Him for 
the rest nobody else can give! 


Rest! 


On many a coffin where the dead 
lies with folded hands is printed 
these words, “At Rest.” ‘Lihat is 
but an acknowledgment that this 
poor, old, sad, wicked world does 
not give rest. Why 25,000 suicides 
a year in America? Because peo- 
ple have no rest of soul. Why the 
multiplied thousands who go insane 
every year? Why is it that nervous 
prostration has now become so 
common? People everywhere are 
finding that the things of this 
world do not give any rest. 


Jesus said, “I will give you rest’’ 
and then He said, “And ye shall 
find rest unto your souls.” Our 
forefathers slept on mattresses 
fuled with corn shucks but now 
people seek Beauty-rest mattresses 
or Sealy mattresses or Comfy- 
down mattresses or Simmons beds. 
Every furniture store makes much 
of the finest beds to induce sleep 
and rest. Alas, this poor old 
world tries to find rest by fixing 
the mattresses instead of fixing the 
tormenting consciences, the unease 
of troubled hearts! But Jesus had 
promised that He will give tres, 
even rest to the soul! 


I talked to a man about his soul! 
and he told me he was unsaved. 
Il said, “You have no peace in your 
heart, you need Jesus.’’ He said, 
“Oh yes, I do, l am very happy.” 
But | answered again, “No, you do 
not. I have proof that you have 
no peace. I know your heart is not 
content.” Rather angrily he asked 
me how I knew, and I said, “Be- 
cause the Bible says “There is no 
peace, saith my God, to the wick- 
ed’”’ (Isa. 57:21). With downcast 
eyes and humble heart then he ad- 
mitted that he was not happy, that 
his heart was not content, that he 
had no rest of soul. Dear friends, 
you cannot have this rest, this 


| peace unless you find it in Jesus. 


I think it was Saint Augustine 
who said, “Oh Lord, our soul is 
restless until they find their rest 
in thee!” Jesus has promised soul 
rest. 

Men think money will give satis- 
faction but it chains them and en- 
Slaves them to business and to 
cares of every kind. With money 
comes responsibility and every 
moneyed man must look with sus- 
picion upon those with whom he 
deals. Most of them seek his 
money and not him, he knows. 
Money does not give rest. 


Many a man has loved a woman 
and thought that in her love and 
faithfulness he would find all the 
comfort and delight that his heart 
longed for. Women are meant to 
be a comfort, a blessing, and many 
of them are. But alas, however 


many loved ones God puts about. 


us, that cannot give peace to the 
tormented mind and the sinning 
soul. At her best, a wife cannot 
fill the need of a sin-sick soul. At 
her worst, she can only add heart- 
break and trouble. And that is so 
of any human being in this world 
— father, mother, son, daughter, 
husband or sweetheart. Only Je- 
sus can give soul rest. Take your 
burdens and troubles to Him. 


The Meek and Lowly Jesus 
“It is a terrible thing to fall in- 
to the hands of the living God,” we 
are told. Again the Scripture 
says, 


fire.’ The wrath of God is a ter- 
rible thing. To face God in judg- 
ment, with the books which record 
your sins, opened before the un- 
counted millions of the earth—that 
can only be a nightmare of horror 
to any unforgiven sinner. But this 
Holy God, insulted by our sins 
and righteously angry with the un- 
repented, hard-hearted, rebellious 
and wicked, yet loved sinners and 
has provided the way to be saved. 
That way is through His Son, the 
Lord Jesus. 


One day Christ will come as the 
Avenger but now He comes as the 
Saviour. One day He will come as 
the Lion of the tribe of Judan, but 
now He is the Lamb of God, slain 
for sinners. He says, “I am meek 
and lowly in heart.” 


Little children were not afraid 
of Jesus! They climbed upon His 
lap and He held them in His arms 
and blessed them. There was some- 
thing so tender, so gentle about 
Him that the beloved John leaned 
his head on the breast of this Son 
of God and was not embarrassed 
nor timid. He was so approach- 
able, so gentle with sinners who 
wanted forgiveness that the wo- 
man who was a vile and notorious 
sinner felt free to stand and weep 
over His feet and to wipe them 
with her hair. The poor woman 
afflicted with an issue of blood for 
twelve years, slipped up behind 
Him and touched the hem of His 
garment and was healed.
